It was at this convention, when General Eisen- 
hower and Sen. Robert Taft emerged as the leading 
contenders, that Burger threw his support to Eisen- 
hower, helping assure the nomination of Ike and 
Richard Nixon on the first ballot As a reward Eisen- 
hower appointed Burger an Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral, and later to the U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals for 

the District of Columbia. 
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
